United States gunboat Elcano was 
fired upon yesterday seven miles be- 
low Wuchang vy Cantonese forces at- 
tacking the city, states a dispatch re- 
ceived today from Hankow. The gun- 

boat was not seriously damaged. 

The Eleano, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Commander A. 8S. Merrill, was 
patrolling the Yangtze river with 
several other foreign warships to pro- 
tect their nationals from injury in the 
conflict between Cantonese troops and 
northern troops under Marshal Wu 
Pei-k'u. 

So far no harm has befallen any 
of the 1.500 white foreigners of the 
triple eities, Wuchange, Hankow and 
Hanyang, except damage to property. 
The American church and hospital at 
Wuchang has been struck — several 
times by Cantonese gunfire but with- 
out injury to anyone there, 

Struggle Conti -es. 
The struggle for supremacy in the 
centrai provinces, populated by more 
than 10,000,000, with continuous ar 
ing for ten. days, was increasingly 
fierce yesterday as the Cantonese 
pressed their attack for possession of 
the triple cities, which form the ecm- 
mercial center of central China. 
Krom Pagoda hill, one mile south of 
Wu Charg, the Cantonese poured ar- 
tillery fire into the city. Several times 
their troops advanced to the streets 
but were repulsed in hand-to-hand 
fighting.

Says Jury Misinformed. 

“To one at all acquainted with the 
functioning of the department, its 
duties under the law, the cireum- 
stances surrounding the recent catas- 
trophe and the efforts made by the 
superintendent to correct the evils, it 
is apparent that the jury was misin- 
formed and that its critiéisms are un- 
founded. That body undoubtedly en- 
deavored to faithfully discharge its 
duties. It is to be commended for its 
zeal and earnestness. Unfortunately 
in itS general presentments it seems 
to have been indulging in two favorite 
American pastimes—‘find the goat’ 
and ‘passing the buck.’ 

“Whenever a financial crash comes, 
a ‘goat’ must be found. Overlooking 
the fact that the officers and directors 
of the banks, sworn officials, charged 
with the duty of protecting »the de- 
positors and guarding the interests of 
the stockholders, passed on and ap- 
proved the so-called Manley paper, 
borrowed the call money and were 
primarily responsible for every act 
With which the superintendent is 
charged by the grand jury, the body 
places the sole responsibility on him. 
He is the ‘goat.’ 

“The Bankers’ Trust company was 
financial agent for almost as many 
banks in Florida as in Georgia, and 
proportionately as many Florida 
banks have closed. In its chain were 
a considerable number of eastern 
banks, a. number of them being na- 
tional benks. All these banks were 
loaded tp with -the Manley paper, in 
fact they had much more ef it than 
did the Georgia banks. If the Geor- 
gin superintendent should he severely 
criticized and removed from office, 
why should not the comptroiler of 
Ilorida and the banking officials of 
the eastern states, and for that mat- 
ter the comptroller of the currency? 
Let’s not do things by halves. Why 
not remove them al) and have a flock 
of goats instead of just one. 

“Passing the Buck.” 

“If the conditions are as represent- 
ed by the grand jury and Mr. Bennett 
has been guilty of neglect of duty 
and misconduct such as is described, 
it was the jury’s duty to indict him 
and not to eriticize him and eal] on 
the governor to remove him. The re- 
sponsibility for action was theirs. 
They should not have passed the buck 
to the governor. 

“The newspapers,

for the amendment of tlie act so as to 
make impossible bank failures. The 
Georgia act was said by no less an au- 
thority than Judge Thomas B. Paton, 
general counsel of the American 
Bankers’ association, to be among 
the best, perhaps the best, in the 
United States. It combines all of the 


act and of the acts of New York, Ala- 
bama and a half-dozen other states. 
With the amendments adopted form 
time to time, it gives the superintend- 
ent ample power and is as drastic in 
its provisions as it should be. ‘There 
are, perhaps, a few minor changes 
which should be made, but in its es- 
sential features, it is sufficient for 
all purposes. 

“Georgia ought to have, however, 
a modern trust company act. Trust 
companies now, unless they do a reg- 
ular banking business, are under no 
supervision whatever. Mr. Bennett, 
in his annual reports, has repeatedly 
urged that he be given supervision 
over the trust companies. At his own 
expense he had prepared an elaborate, 
comprehensive act based on the New 
York and Pennsylvania statutes for 
the proper regulation of trust com- 
panies. The influence of the Bankers’ 
Trust company with its chain of 
banks located in a majority of the 
counties of Georgia, was sufficient to 
defeat this wise and salutary measure. 

“At the last regular session of the 
general assembly, Mr. Bennett pro- 
posed an act limiting the investments 
of trust companies doing a banking 
business to the same class of securi- 
ties in which banks are authorized to 
invest. Again the Bankers’ Trust 
company influence was sufficient to 
defeat this proposed act. 

Act Is Amended. 


“The combined efforts of the Geor- 
gia Bankers’ association and the su 
perintendent finally succeeded after 
years of endeavor in securing the pas 
sage of an amendment to the bankin< 
act authorizing the superintendent to 
disapprove of the creation of a bank 
where after investigation he deter- 
mined that the character and general 
fitnes sof the persons named as sub- 
scribers to the stock are not such as 
to command the confidence of the com- 
munity in which the bank is to be 
located and that the public conven- 
ience and advantage would not be pro- 
moted by its establishment. This see- 
tion was in the act as originally draft- 
ed, but was stricken out by the legis- 
lature through the influence of the 
Bankers’ Trust company and its al- 
lied interests. 

“Had the superintendent had this 


power, a considerable number of the 
banks which he is now ealled on to 
liquidate would never have been es- 
tablished. The business of the com- 
munities in which they are located 
was not sufficient to justify their ex- 
istence or was alrehdy being properly 
and sufficiently served by other in- 
stitutions. But for the support of the 
Bankers’ Trust company, they woukd 
never have been organized and could 
not have maintained themselves an+ 
when this support was’ withdrawn, 
failure was inevitable. 

“As regards the dispatch from 
Cordele which stated that Judge 
Crum, of the Cordele circuit, had been 
asked to approve fees for the attor- 
neys of the banking department ot 
$1,000 each for the three suspend2d 
banks in his circuit, this is another 
case of. misinformation and it is an 
injustice to Mr. Bennett and his coun- 
sel. Under the banking act, the sn- 
perintendent is authorized to employs 
in the liqnidation of banks turned 
over to him. auditors, liquidating 
agents and attorneys. Their compen- 
sation is to be fixed by him, but must 
be approved by the judge of the supe: 
rior court of the circuit in which the 
bank is located. Formerly the act re- 
quired that the compensation should 
be fixed and approved in advance. 
While this requirement has been re- 
moved, the superintendent wisely un 
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ing with accountants, agents and at- 
torneys in advance wherever possible. 
As the judge must approve all these 
contracts, it bas been customary to 
apply to the judges to fix a maximum 
allowance within which the superin- 
tendent may safely contract, so that 
he may know the contracts will 
approved. In this instance, the ap-| 
plication asked for authority to em- 
ploy counsel and to pay them, if, when 
and as services were rendered, such 
amounts as might be agreed on not ex- 
ceeding $1,000.00 for each bank. These 
allowances included the fees to be 
paid to the attorney in the towa 
in which the bank is located as well 
as the counsel of the department in 
Atlanta. 


“It is highly improbable unless there 
should be a great deal of litigation, 
which is not contemplated, that the 
fees ‘for either one of the banks in 
the Cordele circuit will amount to 
more than $200 or $300 for each bank, 
to be divided between the local attor- 
ney and the counse! of the department.

“Some two weeks ago I was in 
Florida and was struck with the fact 
that the Florida newspapers are re- 
fusing to publish any reference to the 
banking situation. I was told by the 
con ptroller, who is the superintendent 
of banks in Florida, that the newspuza- 
pers would net even publish stzxte- 
ments which he gave out, taking the 
position that any reference to the 
banking situation would do harm, Per- 
haps the Florida papers were too von- 
servative, but in my opinion the Geor- 
gia papers have zone far beyond the 
necessities of the case and their cen- 
tinuous reference to this situation has 
done and is doing a great injury. 

“Let’s quit taiking about Georgia 
banks. They are sound, healthy and 
prosperous, Let’s quit trving to make 
a ‘goat’ out of the superintendcnt of 
banks.

Audits Being Made. 

In a statement issued Saturday, 
Carl N. Davie, attorney for the state 
banking department, declared that 
evidence of law violations in probably 
v0 counties in Georgia in connec- 
tion with the operations of the banks 
‘in the Manley chain will be _ sub- 
mitted to solicitor generals of those 
counties for indictments within the 
next week or ten days. 

Audits and examinations for the 
banking department are now being 
made by representatives of the de- 
partment -in which indictments may 
be predicated. The auditing work, ac- 
cording to Mr. Davie, is about half 
completed. 

Under the law, Mr. Davie pointed 
out, any person to be indicted must 
be proved to have infringed the law 
in the individual county in which he 
is indicted, 

“On this ground it is unlikely that 
indictments will involve W. D. Manley 
and his associates as heads and trus- 
tees of the defunct Bankers’ Trust 
company. However, it is probable 
that those officials operating the 
Georgia State bank and its various 
branches may be indicted in each coun- 
tv in which its 20 banks are operat- 
ed,” Mr. Davie said. 

Submit Evidence. 

It has always been the practice of 
the state banking department to sub- 
mit such evidence of law violations 
as they find to’ the solicitor general. 
“We prepare the evidence for the so- 
licitor generals and turn it over to 
them. After that the law requires 
them to place it before their grand 
juries for indictment,” the attorney 
said.

Fraudulent Licenses,

licenses fraudulently issued or coun- 
terfeited, in the opinion of the state 
medical board. Many known cases of 
illezgal licensing to practice medicine 
in Florida are at present before the 
board officers said, and the informa- 
tion eontained in the seized records 
of Dr. Munch is expected to lead to 
discovery of many “quacks.”

“In response to your oral request 
it gives me pleasure to state that 
shortly after the committee from the 
general assembly made, the latter part 
of last year, investigations of the con- 
viet camps, you, together with Pr. 
Brock, called at my office to express 
dissatisfaction with the conditions 
which you found existed. 

“You especially criticized on your 
first visit the attitude of Jake Moore, 
chief warden, who, you and Dr. Brock 
had learned, was interested financial- 
ly in some way in the subleasing of 
convicts. 

“You also brought to my attention 
the further fact that wardens, deputy 
wardens and guards were being paid 
lessees of the convicts. We held 
two or more conferences on different 
days. 

“While we agreed that under the 
acts of IS97 and 1908 the control of 
convicts was placed in the hands of 
the prison commission, and were not 
clear ax to any authority vested in 
the governor, still you expressed the 
opinion that the governor ought to 
know these conditions, and I under- 
took to bring the features of com- 
plaint, which I have referred to, espe- 
cially to the attention of the prison 
commission. This I did. 

“In the entire matter your earnest 
effort, I am sure, was to remove 
abuses and improve the prison service,

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WATKINS DEFENDS 
ROAD INJUNCTION 


Vigorously defending his clients who 
filed an injunction to prevent award- 
ing of road construction contracts 
on the Coastal highway on the de- 
ferred or partial payment plan, Edgar 
Watkins, Atlanta lawyer, Saturday 
took sharp issue with statements ema- 
1ating from John N. Holder's head- 
quarters in which the action was char- 
acterized as a “political move.” 

Mr. Watkins charged that “Candi- 
date Holder’s views” differed from 
“Chairman Holder's views,” and said 
that “Mr. Holder’s manager does Mr. 
Holder a grave injustice,” referring 
fo a statement by Lhomas J. Ham- 
ilton, Holder's campaign manager, in 
which the injunction action. was as- 
sailed as a political move to harm 
Holder in his race for governor. 

The suit, Mr. Watkins points out, 
does not ask an injunction against 
paving for the Coastal highway work 
as it proceeds, but does seek to pre- 
vent awarding of contracts on-a de- 
ferred payment basis over periods of 
one and two years. In the snit filed 
Thursday Mr. Watkins charged that 
such partial payment plan would en- 
tail an extra cost of $81,000, in this 
one stretch of road work alone, 
through interest, discounting of scrip 
and carrying “.1arges. 

Asg*.{s Credit Plan. 
_ Any pla except a strictly cash plan 
is contrary to the constitution, the 
suit pointed out, and Judge FE. E. 
Pomeroy signed a temporary order 
and set September 1S as the 


date 
for hearing on the petition seeking to 
permanentiy enjoin the board from 
letting contracts on any form of a 
credit basis. 

Mr. Watkins’ in full, 
follows: 

“The campaign manager of John 
N. Holder is greatly exercised be- 
cause certain citizens and taxpayers 
seek to enjoin a violation by the state 
highway board of the consti: .tion of 
the state and seems to think that this 
suit had as its obfect the injury of 
Mr. Holder. In this. Mr. Holder's 
manager does Mr. Hlolder a grave in- 
justice, 

“Holder says his program is ‘pay- 
ns-you-go,’ the suit does not seek to 
interfere with this program; it seeks 
only to protect the program. If 
H{lolder has been honest, and I regret 
fo say that his campaign manager by 
objecting to a suit protecting the plan 
of Holder indicates a doubt on that 
subject, then Holder and his’ sup- 
porters should welcome an injunction 
to prevent the adoption of a _ plan 
which pays long after ‘he goes.’ 

“The suit, it should be remembered, 
does not ask an injunction against 
paying as the work progresses and 
the injunction order specifically au- 
thorizes a contract to pave the Coastal 
highway on a cash basis. 

Questions Holder Views. 

“Is it true that Candidate Holder 
practices ‘pay-as-you-go’ and = Chair- 
man Holder practices the installment, 
popularly Known as the extortionate 
plan? Mr. Hamilton’s objection to 
protecting a pay-fs-you-go plan indi- 
cates that the campaign manager has 
more confidence in the acts of Chair- 
man Holder than in the words of 
Candidate Holder. 

“My clients do not wish to delay 
the construction of the Coastal high- 
way, they want only the state’s agents 
to obey the constitution which all of- 
ficers, includi: g Chairman Holder, are 
sworn to support and uphold. ‘There- 
fore, my clients will join in such legal] 
efforts as will aid in promoting the 
construction of such highway. If the 
chairman desires to let a contract 
that does not violate the constitu- 
tion, he may do so.

Judge Stephens Answers _ 
Critics of Court Record 


Defense of the record the court of 
appeals has made in disposing of 
cases brought before it, is contained in 
n letter made public Saturday by 
Judge Alex W. Stephens, candidate 


for reelection to that body. 


The statement was made in answer 
to charges made by Judge J. P. High- 
smith, his opponent, in which it was 
charged that the court of appeals took 
too much time in disposing of cases. 

In his statement Judge Stephens re- 
views the methods used by the court 
in handling cases and cites records, to 
show the activity of the court. : 

Judge Stephens’ Letter. 

Judge Stephens’ letter follows: 

“Editor Atlanta Constitution: It is 
2. matter of special gratification to me 
that in all of my opponent’s advertise- 
ments he has heen able to urge only 
one reason why, in his opinion, I 
should be denied the usual popular en- 
dorsement of a second elective term. 

“The one fault he has been able to 
find in my entire record is that I 
habitually take the necessary and legal 
time for the consideration of appellate 
cases before deciding them, and those 
who read his advertised promises can- 
not escape the conclusion that if he 
should ever become an appellate judge, 
he will make a track record, based not 
upon the wisdom, justice or righteous- 
ness Of his decisions, but upon the 
speed with which they are dispatched. 

“To those unfamiliar with the law 
and practice pertaining to the court of 
appeals a brief exposition of material 
facts may be helpful. 

Defines Statute. 


“The Georgia statute, controlling 
operations of the court, clearly and 
distinctly defines the limitations of 
time within which judges are expected 
and required to decide appeals sub- 
mitted to their consideration. 


during my entire term of service on 
the bench has been decided within the 
time prescribed by the -statute. 

“The court is composed of .six 
judges in two separate divisions of 
three judges each and I have been as- 
signed to the second or eivil division. 

“The first division handles criminal 
cases only, which class of cases re- 
quires less than half the time neces- 
sarily consumed in the consideration 
of civil cases, as will be demonstrated 
by an examination of the records of 
all of the appellate courts in the 
United States. 

“Judge Highsmith’s advertisements 
have compared the time consumed by 
my cases with the average time con- 
sumed in the consideration of all cases 
by the judges of both divisions, crimi- 
nal as well as civil, which is mani- 
festly an unfair and misleading basis 
of comparison as above demonstrated. 

“In his computation of time con- 
sumed by the consideration of cases he 
has adopted the entire period between 
the decision of the court below and the 
decision by the court of appeals, ig- 


“Every case allotted to my charge 


noring the essential fact that this 
court cannot control the diligence of 
attorneys in perfecting appeals and 
cannot consider the force and effect 
of assignments of error until thg ap- 
peal has reached this court and until 
arguments of counsel have been sub- 
mitted, orally or by briefs. 

Hits His Critics. 

“If his computation had properly 
embraced only that period during 
which this court had the legal right 
to eonsider allegations of error and 
authorities submitted, pro and con, not 
even a glutton for speed could justly 
complain of procrastination. 

“During my service as judge the di- 
vision with which I am allocated has 
heard, considered and decided over 
three thousand cases, of which num- 
ber I have had charge of over one 
thousand. writing the opinion in each 
ease, and in addition devoting much 
time in consultation with the other 
judges considering appeals under their 
special charge, examining authorities. 
considering motions for rehearing and 
performing other duties incident to the 
position. 

“Perhaps many of these cases could 
have been disposed of more quickly 
had I been content to jeopardize jus- 
tice by haste, but in no one of these 
cases committed to my care has de- 
liberation meant delay and every case 
has been decided within the period 
required by the statutes of Georgia. 

“No greater compliment could have 
been paid me by my high-pressure op- 
ponent than his approval of my judg- 
ments as rendered, confining his criti- 
cism of my record to the deliberation 
I have exercised in my sole effort to 
reach a just and fair decision of all 
issues submitted to my consideration. 

“The judgments of trial courts 
should not be reversed without full 
consideration, for new trials mean fur- 
ther delay to litigants, additional bur- 
dens to courts and jurors and greater 
expense to the parties at interest as 
well as to the state and county.

Talmadge Answers Brown 
On Telfair ‘Land Deal’ 


Complete details of his connection 
with “a land deal” in Telfair county 
were made pubiie Saturday by Eu- 
gene Talmadge, candidate for com- 
missioner of agriculture, in replay to 
charges made concerning ‘this deal by 
his opponent, J. J. Brown. Mr. 
Talmadge outlined his connection with 
the deal in a letter addressed to 
Brown and made public, answering a 
letter written to Talmadge by Brown, 
which was published Saturday. 

After telling Brown that he had 
taken “‘the land deal’ and “‘had run 
Brown off the stump with it” Tal- 
madge cites statements of members of 
the county commission of Telfair 
county to show that his connection 
with the deal was a fair and legiti- 
mate business transaction. 

Following is the Talmadge letter 
to Brown: 

“Dear Sir: 

“You will not face me before the 
people, but you do me a favor in ecall- 
ing on me to again inform you of 
the circumstances of the land deal, 
mentioned in your open letter and cir- 


culars. 
Recalls Debate. 

“In the meantime, do not forge 
that you challenged me to meet you 
in debate. That before you gave me 
any opportunity to be heard you 
sought to prejudice me with the peo- 
ple by publishing your challenge con- 
taining a boast that you would show 
me unfit. Don’t forget the debate. 
We met, and when we had thrashed 
this matter out, face to face, two 
thousand of our people said there 
was nothing in your charges, and 
called on you to retire from the race. 

“Well, here again are the facts of 
the land deal: 

“At the February term, 1923, 
the grand jury of my county recom- 
mended the lease of a farm, the recom- 
mendation being as follows: 

“*We also recommend that our 
commissioner look into the practica- 
bility of a lease for three years, with 
the option of purchase, of some suit- 
able farm location for the purpose 
of trying out the advisability of own- 
ing and operating a county farm as a 
home for county charges where they 
ean be given necessary attention,’ with 
certificate of clerk as follows:

for the land and the county bought 
the Inud at this sum, and gave me 
county warrants for it.

The crowd favoring five 
won, and Messrs. G. T. Holland, W.

World Court 


People of Georgia are not disturbed 
by “the unfounded statement’’ that 
the world court is the League of Na- 
tions, United States Senator Waiter 
F. George declared Saturday in a 
statement—addressed to the people of 
Georgia and made "public in his race 
for reelection against Judge Richard 
B. Russeli. 

Senutor George said he was not 
“himself disturhed by the misleading 
statements frequently made that he 
opposed farm relief legislation and 
thet he favored the leasing of Muscle 
Shoals to the fertilizer and power 
trusts. 

“Tha people of Georgia know that 
I favored the democratic farm relief 
bilt, the Robinson bill and they know 
also’ that I voted against the leasing 
of Muscle Shoals to private interests, 
Henry Ford having withdrawn his of- 
fer before it reached the senate aft- 
er my election to that body.” 

Confident of Results. 

Senator George expressed the belief 
that the people of Georgia would vive 
him one full term in the senate and 
that they were determined that his 
rival should serve out the two and 
one-half years remaining of his term 
as chief justice of the supreme court. 

The statement follows: 

“In opening my campaign for the 
senate I declared that I would make 
the race upon the merits of my record 
and not upon the demerits of my op- 
ponent.

Fell Claimed by Bishop

Nashville, Tenn., September 4.—-(4) 
Undeniable proof of the Biblical his- 
tory of the ancient city of Shechem, 
the falling of the walls of Jericho, 
the existence of the well of Jacob and 
other Biblical facts is established by 
explorations in Palestine in which

ences of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, participated, said Bish- 
op Dubose here today, after his re- 
turn from the Holy Land. 

Bishop Dubose and a party of Ger- 
man college professors led an arch- 
aeological trip in recent excavations 


;in Palestine and Egypt, which were 


begun about the time of the outbreak 
of the world war and will soon be 
com pleted. 

The ancient citv of Shechem. said 
, Bishop Dubose, was definitely loc ated 
with not a contradiction of the ac- 
eount of the forgotten city as it ap- 

pears in the Bible. The archaeologists, 


[be declared, identified ihe well of Ja: 


cob, less than half a mile withont 
the gates of the city Shechem. Sci- 
ence established, he said, that the well 
was upon the geological level of the 
gates of the tower of Shechem. 

This ind‘vates, said Bishop Dubose, 
that the gates of the city were build- 
ed and the well dug within the space 
of two or three hundred years, 

Proof was established, the bishop 
claimed, of the historical city of Ja- 
cob. It was discovered, he declared, 
that the foundations of Shechem were 
4,000 years old. 

The rounded curb of this well where 
Christ is recorded in the Bible as 
having sat and talked with the wom- * 
an of Samaria, is still intact. The 
bishop sat upon it and drank the

Washington, September 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A scholar and teacher in a 
middle west college has just written,

Persons who speculate as to whether 
we shall run into another such era 
sometimes say that the conditions 
which gave rise to the era of muck- 
rakergs and to Roosevelt are not dupli- 
cated now, and that therefore the angi- 
fation for reform cannot be duplicated. 
lo a degree this is true. The specifie 
practices that caused the outburst of 
-) years ago do not now exist—but 
practices do exist that are sufficiently 
analogous to justify speculation about 
a similar wave of agitation. 

In the same passage from Professor 
Max I arrand, already quoted, he is 
described as having said that when a 
wave of reform passes, some ideas and _ 
practices common before are thereafter 
recognized as improper and dishonor- 
able. Some of the piracies that were 
practiced by railroads and other cor- 
porations in the early 1900s are as out 
of date as fuedalism. Much of the 
muckraking of that day had to do with 
the graniing of rebates by railroads 
with the building up of monopolies by 
means of railroad rebates, and with 
other practites of the railroads then 
common, but now recognized as odious 
and not attempted by any railroad or 
corporation. The checking of abuses 
associated with railroads was very 
thorough, almost vindictive in spirit. 
Soma thoughtful persons now believe 
that the railroads were too tightly 
handcuffed for their past sins, that the 
best interests of the country suffered. 
If there should be a new era of angry 
reform, it is not with the railroads it 
would concern itself. 

Muckraking did not invent anything. 
It did not even find anything that was 
new. What muckraking did was to tell 
in simple language, and to publish so 
widely that the whole country came to 
understand, practices about the exist- 
ence of which there could be no ques- 
tion. A commentator on muckraking, 
Walter Lippmann. now editor of “The 
New York World,” deseribed muck- 
raking as having consisted often in 
“merely dressing up a publie document 
with rhetoric and pictures, translating 
a court record into journalese.” 

That the material for a new era of 
muckraking exists there hardly can be 
much doubt. The material is differ- 
ent, the practices to be attacked are 
different, but the capacity of the pres- 
ent material and practices to excite 
public indignation is hardly less than 
in the early 1900s. Indeed, the ma- 
terial for a new era of muckraking has 
been accumulating rather rapidly lately 
with hints and shreds of it forcing itself 
upon the publie even in the absence of 
any present race of muckrakers. Some 
judges of public emotions think that 
the wholg of the present atmosphere 
is the sart that comes just before a 
storm of revulsion. ‘““The Baltimore 
Sun” JAst month made some such com- 
ment on the occasion when President 
Coolidge gave out a statement on the 
completion of his third year in office, 
a statement in which he recommended 
rather highly the economic conditions, 
the prosperity and material well being 
that have acegmpanied his  adminis- 
tration. “The Baltimore Sun,” Speak- 
ing in a frankly partisan democratic 
spirit, admitted the truth of this, but 
predicted forcibly that a period in 
which material well being is defied is

the utility corporations; it Is supposed 
to say what the utility corporations 
can do, or must not do, as respects 
rates and many other aspects of their 
business. Under this set of circum- 
stances the head of the st&e public 
utility commission ran for the repub- 
lican nomination for United States 
senator. Three heads of the public 


utility corporations he is supposed to - 


supervise made large contributions to 
his campaign fund, one $125,000, one 
$20,000, one $15,000. A _ present-day 
muckraker would probably begin with 
a careful reading of that portion of 
the record brought out by the senate 
investigating committee, and then 
spend some months in a careful ex- 
amination of the further background 
of this situation. 

The venerable “Atlantic Monthly” is 
decidedly not a magazine of the muck- 
raking type. During the vogue of that 
brand of literature, “The Atlantic 
Monthly” had rather the air of draw- 
ing its long Boston skirts sedately 
clear of anything so riotous. But 
within a year articles in ‘The At- 
lantie Monthly,” eriticizing present- 
day corporation practices, have on two 
occasions caused more flurry and led 
to more reform, than any actions taken 
during the same period by the fed- 
eral government or any other official 
body. Some months ago Professor Rip- 
ley, of Harvard, wrote an article for 
“The Atlantic’ condemning the de- 
vice of non-voting stock; and im- 
mediately the New York stock ex- 
change took admonitory action to- 
ward the bankers concerned. Just 
last month Professor Ripley wrote an- 
other article for “The Atlantic” criti- 
cizing the incompleteness of the re- 
perts made by some corporations, and 
advance copies ghat trickled into Wall 
street were assigned, with whatever 
accuracy, as the cause of a stock mar- 
ket reaction. 

During the coming few days, if the 
schedule holds, the country will see 
the spectacle of a recent member of 
the cabinet, a Harding appointee who 
held over during some months of Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s administration, ex- 
Attorney General Harry M. Daugh- 
erty, on trial before a federal court 
under an indictment for a charge of 
crime alleged to have been commit- 
ted during his term of office. If that 
trial is accompanied by a fraction of 
the revelations now current in the 
anticipatory gossip of Washington it 
should throw light on the question 
whether the conditions now exist that

There 
will be lectures upon different phases 
of American and foreign art, subject 
to be closely allied with the pictures 
which are there as examples for the 
lectures Some of the subjects cov- 
eved will be: The American Parnater 
of Fiftv Years Ago; Progress in 
American Painting; The Conservative 
Painter, The American Modernist, The

M., Ihe Decorative Element in the 
Painting of Today, The American 
Sculptor, Women in the Art World, 
Zersonality in Art.

‘The bien- 
nial convention of the General Kedera- 
tion of Women’s Clubs at Atlantic 
City indorsed the bill to extend the 
authorized appropriation for the ma- 
ternity and infancy act for two years, 
Present Status, : 
The bill (H. R. 7555) introduced by 
the chairman of the house ¢ommittee 
on interstate and foreign ¢ommerce 
(Mr. Parker, of New York}, at the 
request of the secretary of lAbor with 
the approval of the presiflent, pro- 
vided for a two-year extension of the 
authorized appropriation. It passed 
the house on April 5 by a vote of 218 
to 44. The house bill was reported 
favorably by the senate commitiee on 
May 3 but with an amendment which 
would authorize the appropriation for 
only one more year i. e. to June 80, 
1928. Supporters of the bill refused 
to accept this and insisted that the 
house bill should be adopted without 
amendment. On June 15, the bill 
came up in tne senate on motion. 
In spite of the fact that it was not 
a vote to pass the bill, it is usually 
considered fair to assume that friends 
of a measure vote “aye” whenever rea- 
sonable opportunity to consider it is 
Offered and the opponents vote “no.”

When the unfinished business came 
before the senate at 2 o’clock on June

journed on July 3 and without further 
discussion or vote. The bill remains 
on the calendar and without new ac- 
tion by the house or by the senate 
committee can be taken up by the 
senate when congress reconyenes in 
December, 1926. In other words the 
status of the bill is not changed by 
the summer adjournment. 

Whether or not it is promptly con-

Open 17th Year on Monday 


Objective of Home 


Demonstration Work 


Mrs. Ira E. Farmer, chairman of 
home demonstration work, who will 
continue in the capacity fer which 
she is so well fitted, according to the 
president’s appointments, announced 
today, writes interestingly of the work 
sponsored by her division in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

“The home demonstration work of 
the Federation of Women’s clubs has 
for its objective the placing of a home 
demonstration agent in every county 
to the end that the girls and women 
in the remotest rural sections may 
have the training in homemaking, 
nutrition, and kindred subjects that 
are the privilege of the dwellers in the 
cities. The organization of the rural 
women and girls with local leaders; 
the working out of problems peculiar 
to each locality: the establishing of 
some cash industry in each county for 
the women and girls; the establish- 
ment of a bank account for an eduea- 
tion by the girls; the beautifying and 
improvement for ccnvenience of the 
rural home that the young people will 
be willing to remain on the farm; for 
bringing an appreciation of rural life. 

“The home demonstration agents 
are paid in part by a federal fund 
known as the Smith-Lever fund. This 
must be met by a like amount of state 
funds in order that the state may re- 
ceive it proportionate share, based 
on the rural population. Georgia “has 
never done this and one of the ob- 
jects of the federation is to see that 
men who realize the importance of 
this shall be sent to the next legisla- 
ture. Until this state appropriation 1s 
adequate, each county has to pay a 
portion of the salaries of the agents 
and the club women in each county 
are asked to secure this the 
county authorities. 

“Mrs. John G,. Sherman, president 
of the General Federation, hopes 
through the Ameriean home depart- 
ment to establish a standard home. 
She believes the place where this can 
best be done is on the American 
farm.”

Tallulah Falls Industrial school 
will open it. seventeenth scholastic 
year on Monday mornin: September 
G, with the largest attendance in the 


history of the institution. Every 
available foot of dormitory space will 
be pressed into service to bring the 
boarding accommodations to the full 
capacity providing for 100 “home” 
pupils. Extra beds and additional 
dormitory equipment were installed 
last week to meet the unprecedented 
requests for boarding quarters. 

In additoin to the 100 punil: who 
will make their home in the school, 
there will be not less than 100 day 
pupils. For the most part the board- 
ers are children who live too far to 
walk each day to the «chool, or they 
are orphans who have no other home. 
Since there is no publie school in the 
immediate vicinity Tallulah Folls In- 
dustrial school performs a particularly 
important function in providing the 
usual advantages of a publ’: school 
system in addition to providing ex- 
ceptional .raining in the simple arts 
and crafts. 

Preparations Complete. 

With the return of the principal, 
Miss Ann Carrington Davis, who has 
been on a brief vacation to her home 
in Lynchburg, Va., preparations for 
Monday’s opening have been com- 
pleted. Members of the faculty have 
already arrived and are joing in 
the preliminary activities. 

The opening is a big eve..t in this 
section. It brings children from 15 
and 20 miles—some on foot, some in 
carts, some in wagons and buggies. 
They come from Rabun and Haber- 
sham, crossing the far-flung hills to 
find “The Light in the Mountains.” 
for that is their name for the school. 
Ofter they begin to arrive before 
sunup and continue until sundown. 

‘The first message the children will 
hear will tell of the new movement 
now under way to create a $30,000 
scholarship endowment fund to bear 


the name of their beloved Mrs, John 


K. Ottley, president of the board of 
trustees, and the outstanding leader 
in-the campaign which made Greater 
Tallulah a beautiful and inspiring 
reality. 

When the school was founded a 
little more than 17 years ago by the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
it boasted but one building. and that 
a classroom building with no ae. 
commodations for boarders. Only 30 
pupils could be received at that time. 
A few ‘ars later the Mary Ann 
Lipscomb cottage was added and for 
the first time the school was able 
to have a few boarders. 

Heavy Odds. 

For vears Tallulah Falls Industrial 
school struggled against heavy odds; 
the sorest handicap was lack of room 
and inadequate facilities. Then the 
Georgia federation launched the move- 
ment for Greater Tallulah—a far- 
reaching plan looking toward physical 
expansion and financial permanence, 
The campaign for Greater Tallulah 
reached its climax during the summer 
of 1924, when through an intensive 
drive a fund of $40,000 was com- 
pleted--and building began at the 
school. 

The new plant, which represents 
the realization of the Greater Tal- 
lulah movement, was dedicated June 
10, 1925. Where one building had 
stood seven were raised proudly tu 
proclaim the success of the under- 
taking. Since then an eighth build- 
ing has been added—a modern crafts 
building—and a concrete swimming 
pool has been built. The physica 
expansion program kas been ful- 
filled. 

The question of financial perma- 
nence now occupies the center of in- 
terest. Although the school has a 
modest endowment fund of $50,000 
it is wholly inadequate for its needs. 
Hence the new effort to raise a new 
endowment unit of $30,000 to provide 
scholarships for mountain ehildren 
who could not otherwise enjoy the 
privileges of the school.

A_ special 
undertaking, such as the raising of 
this secaolarship endowment fund, is 
besed oa individual interest and must 
depend upon individual support.

Such abnormal persons—very rare, 
thank goodness—are called necro- 
philes. In other respects they are 
normal humans, but always the pas- 
sion for the dead, with the result that 
to be loved by a necrophile is to tread 
a dangerous path, beset always with 
the threat of doom. 

Louise Vermilya was a necrophile, 
according to physicians. The police 
accused her of ten murders, stretching 


over a period of years, but justice lost 
heart after a jury disagreed, and 
finally dismissed the charges. She 


has never been tried again. 


When Arthur Bisonette entered the 


home of Mrs. Louise Vermilya, at 
415 East 29th Street, Chicago, he 
walked into a house of death, just as 


had his predecessor in the role of star 
boarder, and when he died he died 
suddenly, just as others had before 
him. The investigation of his death 
unearthed as shocking a story as Chi- 
cago has seen—and Chicago has seen 
a vreat deal. 

Bisonetie, a good looking young 
man of 26, recently admitted to the 
Chicago police force, had succeeded 
the late Richard T. Smith, a railroad 
conductor, in Mrs. Vermilya’s affec- 
tions. The woman had discovered 
that Bisonette was engaged to a girl 
in Marshall, Minn., and presently the 
young man had passed away. 


Coroner Hoffman’s first act was to 
call upon Mrs. Vermilya at her board- 
ing house. He saw an attractive 
woman in the early forties, decently 
clothed in black, apparently. grief- 
Stricken over the death of her boarder. 
Hoffman’s first impression of her was 
tavorable, but as the interview wore 
on he thought he noticed something 
queer about the woman’s talk and 
general attitude. 


Talked of Death. 


For one thing, she was too talka- 
tive, and death seemed to be her 
favorite topic of conversation. 
Upon this slender thread of sus- 
picion Coroner Hoffman based his in- 
quiry, and presently he 
learned that another of 
the woman’s boarders, 
smith, had died the pre- 
vious March, and, curious- 
ly enough, his illness also 
had been diagnosed as 
gastritis. Hoffman let 
the woman talk along 
tor a while and then in- 
quired: 

“Was there an in- 
quest, Mrs. Vermilya?’”’ 

“O, yes,”’ she replied 
promptly, as though an 
Inquest was quite the 
proper sort of procedure 
after a natural death. 
Hoffman learned fur- 
thermore that Mrs. Ver- 
milya had been twice 
widowed and that three 
children had died with- 
in three years. By this time he felt 
that he was on the trail of something 
of vast proportions. Of course it

One 
of the boarders was Richard Smith. 
He was a good-looking young man, 
and Mrs. Vermilya was now 39, but 
still quite attractive, with a good 
figure and vivacious personality. She 
became interested in him. She had 
little to do and her husband was often 
away from home. 

The record does not reveal what 
happened during the period, but on 
August 1, 1909, Charles Vermilya 
died after a two-day illness diagnosed 
as gastritis, and a year later Frank 
Brinkamp joined the list of fatalities. 

In this instance the certificate read 
‘“ oneumonia.” Frank’s insurance was 
in favor of his mother, but, accord- 
ing to Captain P. J. Harding, of the 
Chicago police department, Brin- 
kamp was about to have Miss Nolan 
named as beneficiary. He had _ in- 
tended to get married within a few 
weeks. 

So the woman at last had the house 
to herself. It was a situation any 
woman of her temperament and im- 
pulses would have welcomed, for she 
was now in complete authority. 

The Fatal Web. 

According to the police, Mrs. Ver- 
milya did not let many chances es- 
cape her. In their eyes she had been 
like a pretty spider, appearing harm- 
less, but with a dose of poison for such 
victims as she did not care to see alive 
any more. According to them, the 
woman had delighted in watching her 
guests walk into the web and reveled 
in their torture after the first sharp 
sting of death. 

The police tried to prove that death 


to her was like another lover, one 
whose desire was always more Im- 
pelling than the desire of the living. 


She did not seem to care if this spec- 
tral sweetheart got jealous and re- 
moved such young men as she enter- 
tained. 

The affair with Smith continued. 
There was testimony later that the 
two lived in the same room in the 
house, but before long Mrs. Ver- 
milya formed an attachment for he 
undertaker, Charles C. Boysen, and 
decided to give him some business, 
according to the police.

I think I have had more fun in 
writing and drawing the pictures
